An echo to Out and About columnist 
Dick Rogers and his concern for some of 
the video games available to our kids was 
a commentary that came down from State 
Attorney General Daniel E. Lungren in 
his "The Lungren Letter." 

In his "strong consumer warning to 
parents in California," he, too, cautioned 
parents about some of the video games a- 
vailable to children. 

And. like Rogers, he pointed out "one 
of the most violent games on the market— 
‘Mortal Kombat.’" 

He described its contents as bloody de¬ 
capitations and electrocutions. "One char¬ 
acter punches through his opponent’s 
chest and rips out a still-beating heart. 
Another tears the opponent’s head off and 
holds it up with the spinal cord dangling 
and twitching." 

Lungren also singles out "Night 
frap." In the newsletter, he quotes a news 
report that described the video; "The ob¬ 
ject of the game is to save five scantily- 
clad coeds from intruders with blood on 
their minds. If the player fails, the coeds 
are murdered." 

We agree w ith Lungren that "the vio¬ 
lence contained in these games is totally 
unnecessary, completely irresponsible and 
destructive to our efforts to create a safer, 
more humane community." 

l.ungren says he is NOT advocating 
censorship. "1 am calling for corporate 
responsibility and parental involvement."

Fire Department 


One of the descendants recently asked 
what one thing 1 remembered most about 
Christmas in my childhood. The answers to 
such questions always draw rapt (if brief) 
attention because we now had a four-genera¬ 
tion family, and, therefore, must have spent 
our youth in pre-historic times—maybe in 
Jurassic Park. Our remembrances are regard¬ 
ed as historical or hysterical. 

The answer was easy: On Christmas Eve, 
Mom would take from one of those secret 
hiding places that all old-time mothers had, a 
metal box, with heavy lens, and a reg-ular 
large light bulb. It projected pictures on a 
screen, which in this case was a white bed 
sheet, pinned to the wall. 

The magic came from heavy painted glass 
"slides," about six inches long, with four 
scenes, side-by-side on each. Those pictures 
concerned the circus. 

Toward the end of the show, sister Kath¬ 
erine and I (the two youngest of the brood of 
seven), always had to suppress snickers as 


Papa touched the overheated metal box with a 
tender pinky. The burned pinkies caused un- 
Christmas-like utterances in several languages. 

We loved the annually-repeated perfor¬ 
mances which pre-staged today’s TV and 
mov-ie reruns. 

I recall simultaneously, the New Year’s 
Eve traditional meal. We previously noted that 
the folks and two older brothers migrated to 
the U.S. from the Friis province of the Neth¬ 
erlands. 

The menu might not appeal to most non- 
Dutch, or to cholesterol-watchers. It featured 
pickled herring, cheese. Van Houten’s cocoa, 
and the piece de resistance, homemade "ole 
koochen" (or "ole ballen"), ball-shaped con¬ 
fections akin to bread doughnuts, deep-fat 
cooked, then dipped in powdered or granulat¬ 
ed sugar. 

The newer generations love them, so 
much so that they carry on this part of the 
tradition, at least. (Recipe available.)

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Public hearing on Jan. 11 to review 
"smoking free " policy in city 


Sierra Madreans who wish to support or de¬ 
bate the city’s decision to adopt an ordinance for 
"smoking free" facilities should attend the Jan. i 1 
meeting of the City Council. There will be a pub¬ 
lic hearing that evening, according to Tara 
Schultz, administrative aide to Sean Joyce, acting 
city administrator. Schultz has done the leg work 
on the ordinance. 

Basically, the ordinance explains that smok¬ 
ing will not be allowed in any part of Sierra 
Madre city hall, the library, police and fire 
^departments, recreation facilities, the city yards, 
council chamber, foyers, reception areas, counter 
areas, hallways, open work areas, employee 
lounges or any enclosed city hall meeting room. 
This includes private offices. 

The ordinance explains that smoke or smok¬ 
ing refers to inhaling, exhaling, burning or car¬ 
rying any lighted pipe, cigar, cigarette, weed, 
plant or other combustible substance. 

In other news, the City Council authorized 
Mayor Clem Bartolai to solicit Assemblyman 
Dick Mountjoy’s support of a bill that would 
amend the state’s fluoride level, giving Sierra 
Madre a variance of 3 mg. per liter. 

The national allowable limit, according to 
Kev Tcharkhoutian, director of public works, is 
4 mg. per liter. He reported that California’s 
limit is much lower, between 1.4 and 1.6 mg. 
per liter, depending on the average recorded 
temperatures.

District, successfully obtained a similar 3.0 mg. 
per liter fluoride variance for its water supply. 

The city hopes that Assemblyman Mountjoy 
will introduce a bill to the State Legislature in 
Sacramento, which would request an amendment 
to the Section 4027.6 of the Health and Safety 
Code. After Gov. Pete Wilson signed the bill into 
law, the council could set the matter for a public 
hearing. If no substantial opposition is registered 
to the variance, the state office would make a de¬ 
termination that there are no health risks associat¬ 
ed with the revised level and the variance would 
be granted. ’ 

Tcharkhoutian explained that the significance 
of such a variance cannot be overstated. It would 
allow Sierra Madre to use tunnel water for water' 
supply purposes, feeding the Grove Reservoir 
dir-ectly by gravity, and claim credit for water 
spread in the corporate yards. In this way, 
Tcharkhoutian said, the city would move away 
from its dependence on the Raymond Basin’s ad¬ 
judicated rights to an annual water surplus bal¬ 
ance. 

He said that staffs request to spread limited 
quantities of tunnel water was accepted well by 
the state and the state allowed a broader interpre¬ 
tation of the 1.49 mg. per liter limit. Sierra 
Madre could resume spreading tunnel and local 
water, monitoring the fluoride level in the sys¬ 
tem. 

Last week, the City Council approved a two- 
month extension to the street sweeping services

Decker and his re¬ 
search team are credited 
with developing a major 
new advance in Military 
Battle Stress Research. 
Launched in 1975, on a 
very small scale, the 
project evolved into a 
larger program with 
team members eventual¬ 
ly located in California, 
Nevada and Arizona. 
Battle stress has affected 
and incapacitated a 
number of U.S. Army 
combat soldiers and 
Marines since becoming 
a problem during the 
Civil War. It was re¬ 
ferred to as "shell 
shock" during World 
War 1, "combat fatigue" 
during World War 11 
and "delayed stress 
syndrome" during the 
Vietnam War. 

Decker and his associ¬ 
ates have raised nearly 
$2 million in private 
enterprise contributions 
in the past 10 years, for 
their work, and are in 
the process of develop¬ 
ing a model treatment 
program. Decker is a 
former U.S. Army Air¬

Commissioners agreed to extend the public 
hearing on the proposed ordinance affecting and 
amending R-1 development standards for one 
more month.

Ken Coleman was one of 10 residents speak¬ 
ing in favor of the ordinance, citing the hoards 
imposed by overzealous development. "Eighty- 
four homes live in a shadow," he said, owing to 
inappropriate development of the large land 
parcel in the immediate vicinity of his own home. 

Commissioner Bill Garr stressed the group s 
intent "to strike an appropriate balance" in future 
residential construction, prescribing a system of 
checks and balances to assure "reasonable devel¬ 
opment. " 

Chairman Salisbury requested that interested 
Sierra Madreans voice their concerns relative to 
the proposed ordinance directly to the Planning 


Commission, either by phone or by mail, in the 
coming weeks. A copy of the ordinance is avail¬ 
able upon request in the Office of Planning and 
Building at City Hall. 

In three other considerations, commissioners 
approved a variance for Ken and Jan Tibbot of 
670 Sierra Meadow Drive to expand their exist¬ 
ing two-car garage to accommodate three cars. 

Shirley McGillicuddy, owner of a property at 
559 Auburn Avenue, was granted a 60-day ex¬ 
tension in her clean-up of the property, cited for 
public nuisance.

The Mattel job didn’t 
have the big hoop on 
the ' iever-action like 
Lucas McCain’s did, 
but still wanted it 
more than anything. 
December days passed 
witlj desperate, agoniz¬ 
ing spovyness as I waited 
to see, what Santa would 
bringi Like a cat wait¬ 
ing fori a bird to fly into 
his field of vision 1 
would' stare at the 
Christas tree night 
after night. The box the 
toy rifle came in was so 
obvious that my parents 
hid it in a closet right 
up i until Christmas 
morning.
